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INTRODUCTION. 

The  aim  of  this  course,  in  general,  is  to  show  that 
"Mormonism"  is  "a  marvelous  work  and  a  wonder;"  or,  in 
other  words,  that,  in  the  midst  of  man-made  creeds,  it 
sprang  up  and  continues  a  divine  institution.  This  is  the 
feature  which  the  Lord  himself,  in  at  least  a  dozen  of  the 
earlier  revelations  to  the  Church,  designates  as  its  chief 
characteristic.  The  work  of  the  teacher,  therefore,  is,  to 
conduct  the  whole  course  so  that  the  student  will  be  im- 
pressed with  the  fact  that  the  Church  has  been  established  in 
our  day,  and  is  carried  on,  by  the  poiver  of  God. 

Growing  out  of  this  general  aim  there  are  many  others 
that  might  be  suggested,  such  as,  for  instance,  that  the  work 
of  God  as  established  through  the  Prophet  Joseph  is  broad 
and  comprehensive,  and  that  it  fully  satisfies  the  intellectual, 
moral,  and  the  spiritual  cravings  of  enlightened  man.  But 
these  would  most  probably  reach  the  heart  through  the  in- 
tellect, whereas  in  theology-teaching  the  heart  must  be 
touched  directly. 

These  outlines  are  for  the  teachers'  use,  and  should  not 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  classes,  except  perhaps,  near 
the  close  of  the  course,  where  it  may  be  desirable  to  review 
the  work  covered.  But  they  are  not  designed  to  do  away 
with  the  teacher's  own  detailed  outline  and  references.  Much 
less  are  they  intended  to  curtail  his  individuality  in  conduct- 
ing the  course.  They  merely  indicate,  in  amount  and  char- 
acter, the  work  which  fourth-year  theology  should  stand  for 
wherever  it  is  given ;  but  they  do  not  attempt  to  prescribe 
the  manner  in  which  this  work  is  to  be  done  in  the  classes. 
If,  for  example,  the  instructor  feels  it  necessary  to  change 
the  order  of  some  topics,  or  to  throw  greater  emphasis  on 
any  particular  point  than  is  here  implied,  he  may  feel  at 
liberty  to  do  so.  The  chief  object  is  to  conduct  the  course 
in  such  a  way  as  to  establish  and  develop  faith  and  testimony 
in  the  young  people.  In  addition  to  general  assignments  it 
is  often  desirable  to  make  individual  assignments.  There 
are  narrations  and  explanations,  for  instance,  which  cannot 
be  assigned  to  all  members  of  the  class,  partly  because  they 
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Ere  too  long:,  but  partly  also  because  there  are  not  enous^h 
books  accessible.  Examples  of  this  are  Parley  P.  Pratt's 
description  of  the  imprisonment  of  himself  and  brethren 
Sifter  the  taking  of  Far  West,  and  his  account  of  his  mis- 
sion to  Canada.  These  may  be  given  to  individual  students 
for  oral  reports. 

The  last  division  of  the  Outlines  is  to  be  devoted  to  a 
ttudy  of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  with  a  view  to  giv- 
ing the  students  a  clear  knowledge  of  what  the  Lord  has  re- 
vealed in  our  day  on  the  great  fundamentals  of  religion. 
The  subject  has  not  been  outlined  like  the  other  divisions, 
partly  because  of  the  intractable  character  of  the  material, 
but  partly  also  because  it  is  desirable  here  to  give  greater 
latitude  to  the  teacher. 

A  brief  explanation  of  a  plan  that  has  been  followed 
with  success  may  not  be  out  of  place  here.  The  revela- 
tions were  carefully  divided  into  two  classes — those, 
namely,  that  are  intimately  connected  with  the  history,  and 
those  that  do  not  bear  such  a  close  connection.  Of  the  for- 
mer, examples  are:  sections  3,  11,  12,  13;  and  of  the  latter, 
sections  20,  76,  and  107.  The  first  were  read  carefully  as 
they  occur  in  their  historical  setting,  the  second  were  left  to 
be  considered  under  Part  VII. 

When  the  study  of  the  revelations,  as  such,  was  begun,  a 
general  subject,  like  "the  being  and  attributes  of  God,"  or 
"the  United  Order,"  was  assigned  to  every  student  in  the 
class,  on  which  he  was  to  gather  information  as  the  study 
progressed  and  on  which  he  was  to  write  a  theme.  Then  the 
revelations  were  gone  over  from  the  first,  section  by  section. 
ITiose  that  *»^d  been  considered  in  connection  with  the  his- 
tory were  pi£i€d  with  little  or  no  study,  being  valuable  then 
only  for  the  pcr.eral  principles  they  discussed.  But  those  that 
had  not  been  given  much  attention  and  that  stand  out  more 
nr  less  itidei)ciidcnt  of  the  narrative,  were  taken  up  in  detail. 
In  this  way  a  teacher  may  obtain  a  review  of  his  historical 
work  and  at  the  same  time  get  a  connected  and  systematic 
body  of  thought  on  the  principles  of  present-day  revelation. 

The  instructor,  however,  need  not  follow  this  sugges- 
tion unless  he  chooses,  but  may  take  up  the  study  in  what- 
ever wav  seems  best  to  lu'm. 


With  respect  to  the  references  Httle  need  be  said  here. 
They  are  by  no  means  the  least  important  part  of  this  out- 
line. With  each  division  of  Church  history  are  given  ample 
references — original  and  secondary,  arranged  in  convenient 
groups.  The  student  should,  as  much  as  possible,  be  brought 
into  direct  contact  with  original  sources.
